‘TIS TRUE, ‘TIS PITY. 


Perhaps the most astonishing thing about 
the appearance of Admiral Rodjestvensky, or 
rather of the greater part of his fleet, on the 
way to the-China Sea and death or victory, is 
to Englishmen, the resolution which accounts 
for it. The Paris Commission has written down 
the officers in command of the Baltic Fleet as 
asses. A censoriously contemptuous world had, 
it must be admitted, written them down irre- 
solute and averse to desperate battle. Their 
known inferiority in effizieucy of ships and 
men made the hope of reaching Viadiwostok 
after a fight to the fiuish with ‘T'ozo’s fleet 
(supposing his destroyers and submarines 
left them intact upon the sea) in waters 
of his choosing, entirely forlorn. The pro- 
blematic advantage to Russia of the arrival 
at Viadivostok of the crippled, if victorious, 
remnants of an Armada at the present con- 
juncture seemed, with the desperate chances 
of the fight, excuse enough for avoidance of 
battle. Candidly, this forlorn hope was perhaps 
imprudent and needless. Frankly, Rodjest- 
vensky was not thought the man to lead it. 
Our estimate was wrong. The Admiral has 
steamed to meet his man slowly but surely. 
His ships are old and foul ; but his heart is 
young and lusty. We salate him with the 
respect that is due to courage. If he dies in 
action, face to the enemy, if the shot-shattered 
navy of Russia goes down ja-a.desperate fight, 
we shall forget the disgraetful incident of the 
Dogger Bank, and remember that his end 
became @ man. 

But after astonishment at this proof of 
resolute valour, comes—there is no use in 
disguising it—satisfaction in the prospects of 
a big fight. Deprecate as we may the bloodshed 
of. wa talk as we may of the pitiful 
horrors of battle scenes. and battlefields, it is 
not with distress alone that the average man 
faces the prospect of a sanguinary fight. Oar 
eagerness to hear that the Fleets have met 
may be partly due to our sympathy with 
Japan and our soreness over the unfortunate 
disaster of the Dogger Bank. It may be traced 
in some measure to the excellence and rapidity 
of modern news-service; which has made us as 
tiewspaper readers impatient to hear the full 
tile when the preface has been set before us, 
and of the melodrama of life. We may 
even declare, if we care to deceive ourselves, 
that our anxiety for thundering big naval 
action is the result of our humane desire to

sults. We regret the loss of lif, speak of it 
as “terrible,” and are chiefly concerned to see. 
how the young King, in whom we take-a per- 
sonal sort of interest, bears himself, and what 
of advantage or disadvantage he. draws from 
the occurrence. This isa bratal truth ; but it 
is the fact, amply illastpated at the moment, 
that sympathy “lives from man to man” in « 
very personal and narrow dircle. It is well to 
assume the virtues which would grace U topia 
or the millennium; and well, to recog: 
nise the assumption as the best that thenatura! 
limitations ot human nature allow us. 

And so toour mattons. The great naval 
battlé may be near or far. When our blood 
has ran swift in our veins in reading of 
heroic deeds, and our savage instincts have 
been satisfied with slaughter, we shall turn 
to the pitiful side, and shudder at the 
horrors. But we should be disappointed if 
the battle were postponed, though we may 
sincerely ‘wish for an end to all battles and 
& rest cure for our nervous system.

The whole of the east side of the room 
was up by a large group staged 
by Mr. Zervudachi. ‘This group contained 
several fine specimens of Anthuriums Dras- 
caenas, and had a magnificent centre of gloxi- 
iia pants. ‘bis year there was only one group 
of terns, belonging to Mr. Zervudachi, but it 
was so large that it took up the whole of 
one side of the roum. In the first tent there 
were three large collections of palms, which 
occupied over 3U metres of space, and in front 
ot them there were three collections of gera- 
niums, each of which must have contained 
several hundreds of plauts. The large groups 
of annuals, each of about 500 pots, were much 
adimired. ‘I'hat OF J udge Sandars was designed 
in the form of a gardeu and was noticeable for 
the inclusion of a uumber of pots of Lobelia 
‘'enuor, which is a novelty in Egypt. There 
were three gruups of show pelargoniums, the 
first prize being taken by Mr. Benachi, 
who staged some well-grown plants, espe- 
cially a white variety named after Lady 
Cromer. Before leaving the section . of pot 
plants we should like to congratulate the 
Committee upon the order in which the various 
groups were arranged, and especially upon 
the grass borders which helped so much to set 
olf the plants. ‘The bandsume objet dart 
offered by Prince Hussein Pasha Kamel was 
ou view ciuse te the exhibit of M. Zervudachi, 
who won it; Judge Sandars, keing second, was 
awarded a silver medal. The latter also won 
the prize for the best rose in the show, which 
Wasa specimen of Maman Cochet. 

Mr. Jacut des Combes staged some fine 
paisies, aud Mr. Percy Carver showed a good 
cullection of sweet peas, though perhaps not 
so fiue as has sometimes been seen. Mr. 
H. Setter showed a large collection of amarillis 
and gladiolus, which both obtained first prizes. 

‘he silver medal of the Royal Horticultural 
Society ot Loudon was won by M. Zervudachi, 
and the bronze medal, given by the same 
society, by Prince Umar Toussoun. 

There were no less than eight tables 
decorated by ladies, consequently the room 
allotted to them was quite full. Mrs. W. R. 
Williams, who took the first prize, arranged 
her table veryé giacefuliy with eschscholtxia 
and white daisie placed in white vases. Miss 
liewat came next with a pretty arrangement 
uf yéilow roves. ‘bere were two equal thirds, 
Miss G. Atkin, who ché:e red roses, and Miss 
G. Allen, who had quite an original idea which 
rep:esented water with a mirror in the centre 
surrounded by miniature rockeries and green 
grasses. Miss Enna Anderson obtained a notice 
of ‘highly commended’ for a graceful table of 
shell pink roses and pink candleshades. 

There were only four vases of roses. 
Miss Allen, who won the-first prize, carried 
out the very effective idea of placing 
her exhibit in a rough basket. Miss 
Hewat obtiined second prize for some 
light pink roses.
